New Freeway and Expressway Law to 
Produce 12,000 Miles in California

Water projert const ruction is 
not the only type of publir works 
engineering in which California 
will be Hfttinjz: new records during; 
the cominjc generation. The ]Jt.r>9 
session, in addition to enacting 
major water legislation, also 
passed a freeway hill which will 
provide for the largest system of 
.such highways in any state. Al­ 
ready signed by the Governor, the 
measure in now law.

The law establishes a new "Cal­ 
ifornia freeway and Expressway 
System" which will be composed 
of more than 12,000 miles of ex­ 
isting and new highways. Slightly 
over 10,000 miles of the existing

state highway* have been includ­ 
ed in the new system, and more 
than H>00 miles of roads now %un- 
der local control have also been 
written into it.

The construction and recon­ 
struction program will require at 
least twenty years, and will sur­ 
pass the water construction job 
in size. No final price tag can be 
put on an engineering project of 
such magnitude, but it hns been 
estimated at $10.5 billion in cur­ 
rent dollars.

The act declared it to be a mat­ 
ter of public policy and essential 
to the future development of the 
state that a statewide system of 
freeways and expressways be es­

tablished and constructed without 
regard to the present jurisdiction 
over the highways, roads and 
streets that might be included. It 
id further declared to be public- 
policy that deficiencies in any 
part of the state highway system 
not included in the new one be 
corrected simultaneously with 
those in the freeway system in 
proportion to the relative needs 
of traffic service.

Recognition is given in the law 
to the fact that the dynamic 
growth of California will require 
periodic review of the freewaj 
and expressway system. The de 
partment of public works is re­ 
quired to report to the Legisla­ 
ture every four years as to 
changes and revisions needed in 
the system. Provision is also 
made for establishment of local 
advisory committees, and for co

operation with them by the de­ 
partment.

For the first time, the terms 
"freeway" and expressway" are 
legally defined. Under the new 
law, a freeway is a divided arter­ 
ial highway on which there is 
full control of acess and grade 
separations at intersections. An 
expressway is a highway for 
through traffic which may or 
may not be divided or have grade 
separations, but on which there 
is partial control of acess.

The state highway commission 
will have responsibility for des­ 
ignating the portions of state 
highways to be included in the 
new system. It will also deter­ 
mine the extent to which access 
to the designated portions will be 
limited in order to protect the 
public investment and permit ul­ 
timate development as full free­

way or expressway.
This new freeway law is a fine 

example of forward looking legis­ 
lation, carefully drafted after in­ 
tensive investigation of all rele­ 
vant factors. It is the result of 
two years of hard work by the 
Joint Interim Committee on High- k 
way Problems. All levels of gov- ' 
eminent involved in highway mat­ 
ters cooperated in the committee^ 
studies. Many provision of th« 
law designed to safeguard local 
interests and yet give the state 
the best freeway system are the 
result of their suggestions.
